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nothing. The peeviſh perverſeneſſe of men, ts much gujltie 
of this thrift. For if men had either ſo mnch grace, or wit,to 
doe nowrong; or if they doe,or ſuffer wrong, to be willing to 
referre it to their ac honeſt brethren,they might have 
both more peace in their minds, aud alſo more mony in their 
purſes. And I cannot but wonder at the frowaraneſſe and fol- 
ly of men, that rather chuſe ta referre it to twelve men, and 
they ſtrangers, by force and conrſe of the Law; than to two 

men their neighbours and friends, by the perſwaſion of the 
Goſpel, In whichproceedings, there u this diſadvantage at 

leaft ( beſides many more ) that whereas they might have 

choſen Arbitrators,wiſe and honeſt their bifortnrn fall of- 

rentime? into the hands of many, whereof ſome are wiſe per- 
baps, but not honeſt;others are honeft,but no wiſer than they 

ſhould be: In which caſes, a pray many times, falls to 

the ground. To prevent which miſchiefe,was, at leaſt, one 

maine intemtion of this Sermon. Knoming the weakneſſe of it 

to walke alone, T have ſent forth with it, two of its elder bre-

1.For diſcove-- The firſt uſe hereof is, touſe it as a light to diſcover a 

rie of manifold world of hypocrites, who by ſeverall- wates doe manifeſt 

hypocrilic,as this naughty and curſed diſpoſition , to rejoyce or take 
delight in cthers badnefle; and they are of many ſorts : 
We will note ſome : 

Firſt, ſach as, from the fight and knowledge of others 
ſinnes, take occaſion to harden themſelves in their. ſinfull 
courſes, and to ſtrengthen themſelves in their wicked- 
nefſe ; comforting themſelves in the company of athers, 
and perhaps thoſe of the better fort,as they are reputed; 
and fo ſettle themſelves upon their dregges , as  Zephan 
—_ : Why (tay they) many of the bet of Gods chil- 

ren have been ſubject to their faults and infirmicies; 
done as bad, or worſe perhaps then we, and yet were ſa- 
ved : Noab, David, Lot, and others in our owne knows- 
ledge. But to diſcourage this concluſion , we propound 
ro ch athreefold confideration. 

1. The difference between them and their copy : For, 
«they ſinned of infirmity , theſe men of deliberation : 
They did not look at the examples of others that fell 
before them, to fall after them, which theſe men doe : 
They purpoſed, reſolved , ſwore they would keep Gods 
commandements ; fo did never theſe : therefore theirs 
were {innes of infirmity, theſe of preſumption.

They know, Reli- 
gion allowesor teaches no ſichithing :The grace of God, 
vhat brings ſalvation , teaches us tO deny odbnefſſe and 
worldly Tuſts, &'c. The commandement is holy , and juſt, 
and good ; though in the beſt profeffion fome: have their 
infirmities, and ſome indeed be ltypocrices : And the 
rruth is, this may that thus firikes'arrhehead or hearr of 
G23 Reheton, 
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Religion , through the fides of ſome weake profeſſours, 
Aihovers his —_ hypocrihe : For ifhe did oe hate Re- 
ligion (in the power of it) he could not thus inſult and 
rejoyce in the ſhaine of that, which yet he would ſeem 
to:honour. 

Thirdly,another ſort are thoſe, who take occafion- from 
mens ſinnes, to #:ſ#lt over them , to ſcorne and deſpiſe 
them, as here the Phariſee did ; God, 7 thanke thee, 1 ans 
20t 4s other men,&c. Its ftrange to ſee how fuperciliouſly 
ſome (perhaps more civilly honeſt men) doe carry them- 
ſelves towards thoſe, who are more ſcandaloufy (infull, 
whether preſumptuouſly, or by infirmicy. How do they 
entertaine high rhoughts of themſelves, and their owne 
goodnefle, in compariſon of thoſe 2 How highly they 
over-looke them ? how bigge they ſpeak ? how ſcorn- 
full ? how reproachfull ? Iike this Phariſee here, Th 
Publican ; _ choſe others elſewhere ; This people that 


knowes not the Law, are curſed - Or thoſe their predeceſ- 


ſours of old, Stand farther off , 1 am more holy then thou > 1 
thanke God, [ am not as other men are, &c. To let out this 
ſelling impoſtumated pride,, I would propound theſe 
few conſiderations : 
7. This is no great matter to boaſt of ; an hypocrite, 
an heathen, a reprobate may be no extortioner, nor un- 
juſt , no adulterer : Many fach have been among the 

Genriles, as civilly honeſt as they. | 
2. This1s bur a negative kind of goodneſſe, that is nor 
ro be betrer, bur lefle ill then” others ; which is indeed a 
poſitive kind of ilinefſe, though ina lower degree : but to 
be lefle ill, is not to be good; ; unlefle ro be 111, be to be 
good. And if he may be accounted good whois lefle ill, 
there are ſcarce any bad uponearth; none almoſt fo bad, 
burche may find worſe, if not nere, yet in hell : (a and 
'Zudas might prove to be good and honeſt men, for no 
doubt there were ſome work then they. Nay, I date be 
bold to fay , there are many better then this: negative 
man 1n hell; there are ſome;who not only were no adul- 
| | cerers. 
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terers, extortioners, &c.. but chafte,and charitable:, and 
have done many good workes in appearance : and there. 

fore this is but a poore matter to Loy of; not ſo bad as 

others-on-earth, nor ſo deep as others in hell. 

3. This may come from reſtraining, not from ſan&i- 
fying grace ; and what is a man the better for that? A 
Lion 1n a chaine cannot range and devyoure, as -he would 
doe: The Divell himſelfe, that roaring Lion, is held in 
the chaine of Gods Almighty providence , that he can- 
not doe the: miſchiefe which hee would. Their nature is 
never the better for that : Thon art no:extortioner,, no 
rn a0 5 thou would,burt dutſt.not, bur could 
not : Is this athing to boaſt of ? 

4. Bur grant all this, yet who may they thank for it ? 
not themſelves, not their owne: better nature, or diſpo- 


fition ; but God that hath-chained up their corruption, 


and let looſe others to. their owne hearrs huſts.: Ifothers 
be ſo and fo , they are tobe pittied, not ſcorned*: If any 
man be not ſo, he ought to-be the more thankfull ,, not 
roud and ſcornfull ; Who made him to. differ ? What 
ath he ,. that he hath nor received ? Why then doth he 
boaſt, as if he had not received it ?. . | 
5. Yet ſee the hypocrifie of men diſcovered: I thank 
God, ſayes one, I am not an extortioner, not an adulte- 
rer, &c. What great matter is this? All men are not ex- 
rortioners, or adulterers: Some have another luſt predo- 
minant ; their weine lies another way. : One. man aces 
adultery, bur loves drunkennefie : Another hates. prodi- 
lity., bur loves-coverouſngſſe : Sap then, thou proud

Pharie , I am no flanderer, or detracter from other 


mens credit ; Fam not prond:but that thoucanſ not fay : 
Thou art not like the Publican indeed, for the, thongh a 
firmer, was-ftumble-; thou art a ſinner, and proud... Seye- 
rall men have ſeverall waies-to ſpend andyent their luſt; 
all are damnable: Boaſi not then,I am no adulcerer,when 
thou art a blaſphemer , or covetous, or proud, &c- that is 


palpable hypocriſie,

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4. A fourth ſorr of hypocrites are ſuch, as delight ,- and 
—are glad to ſee or heare , or perhaps to rell and blaze a- 
broad the faults and falls of others. Some have itching 
eyes, deſirous to ſee or know : Some have itching eares,tic+ 
kled and contented to heare the work reports, eſpecially 
of profeſſours-; and itching tongwes, that pleaſe themſelves 
in raking -in the infirmities of other men : Tell-rates, that 
like Pedlars goe up and downe from houſe to houſe, and 
open their packs at every doore : Did younor heare what 
fuch a one hath done ? I am ſorry to 1 eit, I pray tell 
no body ; when ſecretly he is glad, and deſirous all ſhould 
know it. Sucha fellow was that curſed Cham, who could 
not ſatisfie his wickednefſe to ſee,bur muſt needs run and 
rell his brethren of his fathers nakedneſſe ; whereas his 
brothers rook no delight to ſee it : therefore they went 
backward , and threw their garments over it, to-ſhew 
how diſpleafingly-they heard fo vile a reporr of their fa- 
ther. Such anhypocrite was Doeg, who (forſooth) was 
detentizs coram Jehova, detained before the Lord at Nob, 
whether-with conſcience of the Sabbath,or ſome vow,1t 
matters not ; yet inthe next Chapter , turnes Informer 
againſt, David : I ſaw the ſonne of 1ſſai coming to Nob, Os, - 
his he did, either ro flatter, and humour, and curry fa- 
your with Sax; or to vent his ſecret ſpleen and malice 
againſt David, whoſe vertues were more eminent, and 
whe fame eclipſed his. Bur David brands him for a 
Qarke hypocrite: for his labour , and for a lying fellow, 
though he ſpake but: the trach : #hy. boaFteſt thou,thy, ſelfe 
in mifchiefe, O thou mighty man? Thy tongae deviſeth miſe 
chiefes, like a ſharp raſour, working deceitfully : Thow: laweſh &+ 
vill yore then good(for all thy faire pretences:of devotion) 
and lying rather then to Fro rightcouſueſſe: Thou loveſ} all 
devouring words , O thou doceirfull rangne. Why (might 
ſome man ſay). Doeg- told nothing bur the truth ; why 
then is he thus complained on? Why ? becauſe he fpake 
thetruth with an ill mind, in an manner, boaſting and 
anſulting over Davids infirmity, as if he were;glad ofthis 
t od : advantage, 
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advantage, ro ingratiate himſelf with Saw/,and to do Da- 


' vida milchief:Such Doegs there are too apa gs: 
critical meckers at feaſts(as David calls them)trencher+flies, 
who fall upon the ſores of thoſe that profeſle godlinefle ; 


ropleaſe ſome,to whom they know tach  newes will be 
welcome :men notwithſtanding thar ſeeme fometimes- 


very pious and devour, holy with the holy : this ſecrer de- 
light, to heare or tell others infirmities, diſcovers them 
for hypocrites; and theſe are the fourth ſorr. 

Another fort are fach as exwie at others goodnes;or cre- 
dit thence ariſing : Some preach Chriſt owe of exvis, ſaid the 
Apoltle ; and how glad were they to fpie out the failings 


of thoſe that preached in ſincerity ? Now this is certaine, - 


He that is envious at others Rm will rejoyce, or be 
much pleaſed with his badneſſe.. Paw! was of another

Chriſt i preached, and I therein doe rejojce, and will rejoyce. 
Good men deſire all men were as good, yea better then 
themſelves; this they pray for:/ would ro God (faith no} 


that all the Lords people conld prophefie. I would to God (fait 
Paul to <Agrappa) not onely thos, bat even all wr ee 


this day, Were alrogether ſach as T am. Tocanclade, fee you 


a man proud , vain-glorious, and confequently envious ? 
certainly, thar man cannot bur take delight in ſeei 


and hearing others badneſſe : Envie feeds ic ſelfe apon- 
othersevills ; ir is as pleaſant to him, as his meat and' 
drinke. 'Bur ro allay this curſed difpofition in them all, , 


I propound bur thefe three things ro their confideration: 


x. This argues,that they are defticure of alt-ccue Chri-- 
tian charzy, and love of their brethren ; Love envierh nor, 
love rejoyceth wot in iniquity, irs owne or others : That many 
that ſhould ſee his very enemy fall, and break 2 ſegge or 
an arme, &c. and rejoyce at ir, were a beaſt, andne' 
man. Burt he that ſhall ſee his brother fall into (in; and * 
break nor a legge or arme, bur the neck of his ſoule, if T' 
os ſo fay , and make himſelfe and others ſport with ir, - 
hath put off man, and put on: Divell. The Divel! indeed

rejoyces at the falls of men : As there 1s joy in heaven 
for one finner that repents ; ſo, no doubt, there is joy in 
hell for one penitent that relapſeth. I may allude to 
Saint James : ff you have bitter envying and Prefs i your 
hearts (\ which will certainly cauſe rejoycing at others e- 
vill) g/ory nor, and lye not agamſt the truth. This wiſdome 
(or Blly rather)deſcendeth not from above, bur is earth=- 
ly, ſenſuall, divellſþ. £ 

2. As they have no love of their brethren, ſo nor any 
love of God (what ever —_—_— pretend) that can re- 
joycein his diſhonour. Nothing more diſhonours God, 
then the ſcandalous lives of profeſſours ; and canſt thou 
rejoyce in that which grieves and diſhonours him ? Can 
any good childe fport Fe ſelfe in his fathers diſgrace ? I 
will {ay to thee, as Pan! to Ehmas the Sorcerer, Thou 
Ohilde of the Divell, thou enemy of all righteonſneſſe ; what ec» 
verpretence or profeſſion thou makeſt. 

3- This is enough to diſcover ſuch for hypocrites; what 
ſhew of love to Religion ſoever they make, they doe in- 
deed hare it : God himſelfe challenges ſuch, To the un« 
godly (faith God) what haſt thou to doe to preach my Law, 
and to take my .( ovenant in thy month ; whereas thou hateſbs 
zo be reformed ? Wherein (might he ſay) doe I hate to be 
reformed ? Marke what followes; Thos ſateſt (in the feat 
of (corners) and ſpakeſt againFt thy brother, and haſ# ſlande- 
red thine awne mothers ſonne : Thou takeſt delight ro be 
ſpeaking of thy brother, things: either true or falſe, it 
matters not ; and this concludes thee for an ay rite, 
No ſound member of the body can delight ir ſelfe in the 
diſeaſe or diſhonour of a fellow-member : fone member 
ſuffer, all the members ſuffer with it : if one member be honou- 
red , all the members rejoyce withit. Let theſe things bee 
.conſidered ; and.ſo we proceed to the ſeconduſe. + 

And that is for dire#:io,,how to land affeted at others 
badneſſe, and what uſes we ought to make, if (at leaſt) 


_ of others we will approve our hearts either to God or men, or our

and hypocriricall heart : What then isto be done in bach 

a caſe ? We cannot but ſee daily the out-flyings of 0- 

ther mens cortuptions, into many foule and ſcandalous 

ſinnes; and what uſe worldly men and h rites make 

thereof, to triumph in their falls, we have heard already ; 

which being confidered, let us ſee what uſe we ought to 

make : Wee will reduce all to theſe foure heads; 1.To 

humble us, 2.to make us thankfull, 3.to make us pitifull 

and mournfull, 4.to make us watchfuil. 

I. The fickt ufe we ſhould make, is to hwmblens, in 1.Humilicyj 

conſideration of our common frailty. It wasa Heathen 

mans advice, When thou beholdeſt other mens infirmi- 

ries, refle&t upon thine owne heart , andAake thy ſelfe, 

Numnam ego:tali ? Did I never commit the ſame,or the 

like asbad ? Yea, the Apoſtle inferres all meekneſle to 

be uſed to all men, upon this ver ; erm : For wee our Tit.3.3+ 
ſelves were ſometimes fooliſh, diſobedient , ſerving divers 

lufts, &c. Or, if not (o, yet aske once more, May I nor 

be ſo? May I not fall as foule as he? Have I nor the 

fame nature ? the ſame corruption ? even this confidera- | 
tion the Apoſtle alſourges; 1f any man be overtaken with Galat.6.1e < 
a ſlip or infirmity, you that are ſpirituall, reſtore him with the 
ſprrit of meekyeſſe, conſidering _ ſelfe, leſt thou alſo be temp- 

ced. That finne(as well as miſery) may befall every man, 

that doth befall any man : Yea, wee ſhould-be 1o farre 

from inſulting and rejoycing at it, that we ſhould trem- 

ble at their fall,8 at the juſtice of God in ſuftering it. To 

be given over toa mans owne hearts lufts, is one of the 

molt fearfull judgements that canbefall a man:.S, 7 gave py g;, 12. 
them up to therr owne hearts lufts,and let them follow their awn 
imaginations ; as if hee knew not how to- puniſh them 

worſe. To puniſh.a man with awning , is the worlt part 

of puniſhment. Now all Gods judgements ought ro be 

rrembled at , much more the greateſt. If we ſeea man 

ſuddenly truck dead by thepeftilence ; 'or other diſeaſe, aas g.1:. 
wee are amazed , and tremble at it ;how much more En 

| oughr 
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OY ought we to doe ſo , when we ſee a man ſtruck downe 
with finne ? And that the rather, when we conſider, that 
it might have been our caſe, having the fame nature, the 
fame deſert in both? we have as great ſinnes co provoke 
God, to ler onr corruptions looſe, to ſhame both our 

Rom-11.22+ ſelves and our profeſſion : Behold the goodneſſe and ſeverity - 
of God, as the Apoſtle ina like caſe : Goodnefle to'thee, 
ſeverity to them that fall; mercy to thee, juſtice to 
them : and when rhon beholdefſt, be hamble arid crem- 
ble. Tremble, I ſay, at his ſeverity to them , and his 
goodneſle to thee, if thon continue in his goodnefle ; 0- 
cherwiſe (marke whar followes) even then alſo ſhalt be cut 
off : ſhalr be let looſe, and fall as foule as they. Thes 

Verity, wilt ſaythen (toallude to the Apoltle) They are fallen, but 
1 ſtand upright : Well, they are fallen by unbeltefe , mn- 
thankfulneſle, or ſome other ſinne, by the juſtice,and juſt 
judgememrof God ; and chow fhandeſt by faith (if 1o bee 
thou haft faich) be »ot high-minded, but feare. IF God wa 
red not them, rake heed leſt he ſpare not thee. And that 
is the firſt uſe to be made of others falls. 

2.Thankful- A fecond is for tharkfulneſſe , that wee are not ſo bad, 

nellee * The Phariſee _— right, had he but proceededright; 
had the manner farable to the matter, no man 
conld have fpoken better. Ir is worth abundance of 
thankes, that wee are not as other men are,&c. as hatft 
been largely proved'in the former point : we will bur 
borrow the remembrance of the chiefe heads,to quicken 
the exhortations, and then proceed to another. There is 

reat reaſon we ſhould ſay (with a more hnmble hearr 
then the Phariſee) God, I thanke thee, that I ams not as other 

Omnia pecs ev arenot an extortioner, &c. I know not whether 1s the 

cara fic haben- greater mercy, to forgrve a finne, when it-is committed ; 

daranquam or to preverta finne from being committed : I will not 
dimirrantur, 2 4jzfpnte the caſe ; but propound the reaſons. of our thank- 
quivus Deus fixineſſe. |

—— r. If we conſider the ſpawre and ſeed of corruption, 

rur. Auguſt, which lies bedded in onr hearts, waiting but opportunity 

b ro 
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to breake out into the fame enormities ; there is not 
the viteſt finne that ever was committed, bnt we might 
and ſhould commit , did nor God in much mercy re- 
Rraine us. We admire and wonder at others badnefle ; 
we need not , if we confider the root from whence ir 
proceeds : but rather wonder we are not as bad , and ad- 
mire Gods goodnefle wee are not. It ts, wee ſaid evert 
now, one of the greateſt jzdgements of God, to let cor- 
ruption looſe upon a man, and to deliver him into the 
power thereof. It is conſequently one of the greareſt 
mercies, to have it chained up from breaking out :and 
cherefore ſay humbly, God, / > urs thee, &c. 

2. Inregard of the ſes and conſequents of fin com- 
mitted, which are manifold and grievous miſeries,which 
our eyes have ſeen overtake men for their finnes which 
they have committed : A wounded ſpirit, broken bones, 
as David calls them ; ſorrow, fickneſle, poverty, ignomi- 
nie, ſhameto themſelves, friends, profeſſion, and reli- 
gion it ſelfe ; death remporall, yea,and perhaps eternal : 
from all which we are freed, by _ kept from their 
finnes. Conſider but what they would give to be inno- 
cent againe, if poffible ; and thinke what a mercy ir is, 
to be kept from their finne, and their miſery.: and then 
goe and bleſſe God, and ſay, God, 1 thanke thee,&c. wee 
cannot but ftand amazed, that many., and they in our 
opinion and their owne, godly, learned, wiſe, &c. have 
fallen into ſo many great and foule ſinnes, ro their owne 
ſhame, ſorrow, miſery, and the ſcandall of religion, &c. 
Why are not we fallen into the ſame pit? Are we bet- 
ter ther they ? Nothing art all: Ir is the grace of God 
that makes this difference between us : Bleſſed be God, 
and his grace for his mercy. Oh then, doe not inſult 0- 
ver men wounded, and fallen at our feer,doe not rejoyce 
2: them , bur, with all humble thankfulneſfſe, adore and 
blefſe that grace thar harh preſerved ns from falling. 


Bur it 1s not enough not to rejoyce or triumph at the z,Compaſiion 
falls of others ; it is alſo a duty required to mare with or mourning.

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chem, and for them : This I am fare, was the practiſe of 
holy men heretofore ; ſo did David, [was grieved to fee 
the tranſereſſours : Mine eyes guſht out with rivers of teares, 
becauſe men keep not thy Law. So did Saint Paxl,1na caſe 
of a ſcandalous finne, by the inceſtuous perſon : Out of 


much affliliion and anguiſh of heart, I wrote unto you withana- 


»y teares : Some walke (ſaith he) of whom I have told you be- 


fore, and now tell you weeping,&c. And there is very good 


reaſon for it : for 
1. Otherwiſe thou art like o fall into the ſame,or an- 
other ſinne as bad,and as ſcandalous. Into the ſame,firſt : 
For nothing better to preſerve a man from the infection 
of other mens ſinnes, then to be grieved and mourne for 
them : This kept juſt Lot from the hurt of Sodoms fins, 
living among(t them, that he wexed his righteous ſoule , in 
beholding their uncleane converſation. Upon this ground the 
Apoſtle told his Corinthians, that a /ttle leaven would lea- 
wer the whole lamp ; even infect them, that had not ſor- 
rowed for the finne committed by the inceſtuous per- 
ſon : Or if thou eſcapelt the ſame,1t is jult with God, to 
let thee fall into arother finne as bad and infamous ; be- 
cauſe thou doeft not compaſſionate and mourne for o- 
cthers ſinnes, much more, if thou in the leaft manner re- 
joyceſt at his fall : The unmercifulneſſe and ſcorne of 
men is ſometimes thus requited. What Solomon fayes of 
an enemy,may yery well be applyed to this purpoſe : Re- 
Joyce not at thine m_ when he falleth (into miſery, or fin) 
neither let thine heart be glad,when he ftumbleth ; eft the Lord 
ſee it, and it diſpleaſe him , and hee turne his hand from. hin, 
pon thee ; and ſuffer thee to fall into the like, or as bad a 
finne, to find as little mercy and compaſſion, or as much 
ſcorneand contempr,as thou haſt ſhewed to thy brother. 
I doubt not,but this hath overtaken many of Gods chil. 
dren ; they have been let goe,to fall: becauſe they have 
not pittied and mourned with others that have failen by 
them. God cannot endure that men, ſubje& ro the like 
infirmities, ſhould be proud and inſult, or be _— 
an 
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and pirtilefſe towards others ; and therefore oftentimes 
es them in their owne coine. ES 
2. Bur if not ſo, yet thou ſhalt be guilty of others fins, 
for which thou haſt not mourned ; much more,if rejoy- 
ced at it. The Apoſtle charges his Corinthians fora dou- 2 Cor-5.2+ 
ble fault in this kind : one, that they did-not moxrxe for 
that ſcandalous finne ; another, that they were puffed up, 
ſwelled again{t him , inſulted over him : and SED 
them double guilcy of his ſinne. Contrarily,when they: 
had mourned for that finne, he gives them their acquit- 
tance ; Behold this wery thing, that ” have been godly ſorry, 2 Cor.,7.1 1c 
what Apologie it hath wrought for you : ye haye ſhewed 
our ſelyes free in this matrer. It may ſeema paradox, 
6 isatruth ; A man-1s guilty of all thoſe finnes of the 
times-he doth not -2ourxe for : but if he ſhall adde, to re- 
joyce at them , or take pleaſure in them that doe them, 
as the Phariſee did, he ſhall be double, yea treble guilty 
of them. | | 
3. And ifguilty of the finne, lyable to the puniſh- 
ment : Be n0t partakers of her ſinne, leſt yee bite. partakers of 
her judgements,is a caution preſcribed ſpecially in the caſe 
of Babylon ; but may extend to any nation, or particu- 
lar perſons finne. This was once proved on the contrary, 
in a common deſtru&tion, the mourners onely were pre- 
ferved : Goe (faith he) and ſer 4 marks mpen the fore-heads x91. as: 
of all thoſe that nuourne for all the abominations committed in 
the city ; and then {mite the reſt, and ſpare none : Let this 
be conſidered. | 
The laſt vſe that we are to-make upon the view and 4.Warchfu- 
confideration of others falls and infirmities,is to be more nefle,conſide- ' 
watohfull over our owne hearts and waies. The Apoſtle "8 
makes the concluſion for us : Let him therefore that thinkes , Cy 1h 1 1c 
he ſtunds, take heed leſt hee fall : Not onely their puniſh- 
ments, but their ſinnes are written for our example,thas 
we finne not as they did. They are written for our ad- 
monition ; they.murmured , they committed Tdo!atry,

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the fame merall, ſabjet to the ſame infirmities : Ler no 
man therefore inſult over their fal!s, upon conceit of 
his owne ſtrength ; bur /er him that thenkes hee ſtands, 
take heed eff: hee fall. ' The like may be ſaid concerning? 
thoſe, who fall into ſcandalous finnes in our own know- 
ledge : Conſider thy ſelfe, left thou alſo be tempted. This ex- 
hortation is very ſeaſonable, To walke circumpettly , to 
walke exatth, eſpecially to thoſe, who make a more then 
ordinary profeſtion of Religion, conſidering | 
I. Our owne frailty , even the ſtrongeſt ofus ; wee 
are made of the fame matter, have the feed of che ſame: 
firmes in us : But when wee ſee men farre better then 
onr fetves ſo fonlely overtaken, how ſhould we chuſe bur 
tremble , and watch and pray againſt our owne weak- 
nefles ? Thar place of Nehemnah ts pertinent, Did not So- 
lomon King of Iſrael ſinne by theſe things ? yet among many 
Nations was there no King like unto him, who was beloved of 
God: nevertheleſſe him did outlandiſh women cauſe to ſunne« 
Whence the Argument is ftrongly enforced : Did Splo- 
250 ? Did David? Did Peter fo ſtumble,and fall ſo foule- 
ly and hainoufly ? men of admirable wiſdome, ftrengrh, 


and piety ? who then may not feare to fall ? If the Cedars 
of Lebanon were fo ſhaken, ſo broken, how had the lef- 


ſer under-wood need to look ro their ſtanding?Ifmen of 
yeares and ſtrength ſlip and fall, how had children need 


to look to themſelves ?
